T/VHY  I  KEEP  COMING  TO  CAMP 


’Way  back  in  1914  when  Kinji  lured  me  to  camp  with  his  dream  of  the  life  more 
abundant,  he  quite  unwittingly  managed  to  give  at  least  this  one  young  camper 
a  pretty  soul- shaking  sort  of  experience.  It  was  as  though  some  master-hand 
turned  the  focus  wheel  and  I  seemed  to  see  very  clearly  the  way  to  life  at  its 
best.  Great  moments  of  outstanding  worth  to  me  personally  I  can  still  recall  at 
will.  Undoubtedly  much  of  the  fineness  of  the  class  work  seeped  into  my  life  in 
a  routine  way  almost  unconsciously,  but  it  is  an  occasional  vesper  service  and  a 
number  of  personal  talks  that  provide  the  highlights  of  the  whole  experience, 
and  these  were  doubtless  of  especial  value  because  I  sensed  the  kind  of  friend¬ 
ship  that  really  counts,  back  of  all  that  was  being  said, 

I  found  camp  just  the  thing  I  seemed  most  to  need  -  occasionally  a  bit  of 
straight  talk  that  was  a  trifle  hard  to  take,  but  following  it  the  privilege  of 
proving  that  I  had  been  able  to  take  It. 

And  down  through  the  years  long  after  camper  days  were  only  a  potent  memory,  I 
still  found  camp  held  the  chance  I  needed  for  the  same  quality  of  inspiration 
and  leadership  that  had  first  directed  me  along  the  Jesus  Way.  There  is  really 
so  little  actual  change  between  the  status  of  camper  and  leader,  and  again  so 
little  difference  between  Then  and  Now.  There  is  as  there  always  has  been,  the 
give  and  take’  of  inspiration  and  fellowship,  and,  if  it  means  a  bit  more  as  the 
years  pile  up,  it  is  merely  the  cumulative  effect  of  it  all,  and  would  not  be 
so  if  the  early  foundations  were  not  so  surely  formed  and  of  such  honest  worth. 

I  know  of  nothing  which  so  ’'sets  me  up"  for  the  whole  year,  even  now,  as  does 
camp,  and  so  it  has  been  for  every  one  of  the  seventeen  years  I  have  been  a  part 
of  camp.  I  love  the  singing  sands  of  Miniwanca,  its  pines,  its  lovely  blue 
Michigan.  I’m  always  charmed  with  the  sunsets. 


Probably  some  of  the  experiences  that  will  stay  longest  with  me  have  been  in  a 
little  hideout  on  the  Danforth  Cottage  trail  where  for  years  I’ve  gone  to  get 
ready  for  Vesper  talks,  and  where  I’ve  taken  a  great  number  of  private  inter¬ 
views  . 


All  of  this  has  only  hinted  at  the  world  of  pre¬ 
cious  friendships  that  has  spun  a  veritable  fabric 
about  all  that  is  meant  by  "camp".  To  try  to  des¬ 
cribe  it,  or  the  lure  and  power  of  it,  is  utterly 
futile.  It  can  be  known  only  by  living  it  -  and 
that  is  the  chance  we  proffer  with  an  invitation 
to  camp.

THE  MINIWANCA  YOUNGER  GIRLS’  CAMP 

will  open  on  June  21st.  Even  at  this  early  date  it  looks  like  a  big  season  in 
that  unit  of  our  Founder  camps.  Last  year  it  was  impossible  to  accept  all  appli¬ 
cants,  as  the  enrollment  limit  was  reached  well  in  advance  of  the  opening  of  camp. 

This  unit  is  divided  into  three  sections:  Pipers,  11  and  12  years  of  age;  Jun¬ 
iors,  13  and  14;  Pre-Seniors,  15,  16  and  17.  Each  group  has  a  very  attractive 
program,  geared  to  the  level  of  the  experience  of  the  girls  in  the  group.  Craft 
projects,  for  example,  are  simple  for  the  Pipers  -  leatherette  bracelets  and  lan¬ 
yards,  simple  metal  and  wooden  articles,  etc.;  for  Pre-Seniors  -  more  intricate 
designs,  beaded  bags  and  puppet-making.  In  Christian  Ideals  groups,  the  youngest 
discuss  fourfold  living,  and  the  Juniors  learn  of  the  lives  of  outstanding  Chris¬ 
tian  women  or  build  a  code  for  right  living;  Pre-Seniors  get  a  bird’s-eye  view 
of  the  Bible  or  write  their  own  story  of  the  life  of  Jesus. 

Here’s  what  one  parent  said  about  her  daughter’s  summer  in  the  Younger  Girls’ 

Camp:  ”We  feel  that  the  summer  at  Miniwanca  was  just  the  right  foundation  for 
starting  into  high  school.  With  her  added  physical  endurance,  Carol  is  also 
much  better  balanced  in  disposition,  not  so  easily  irritated  and  much  more  gra¬ 
cious  in  manner.  Ideals  of  ours  that  she  rather  scorned  before  camp  and  thought 
were  old-fashioned  she  now  accepts  as  being  right.”

What  with  "Howie"  Jones,  famous  goalie  of  recent  University  of  Minnesota  hockey 
teams  in  the  leadership  line-up,  things  are  bound  to  move  with  an  unusual  dash 
and  order.  Other  rookie  leaders  there  will  be,  too,  though  tried  and  proved  re¬ 
gulars  will  continue  to  hold  dovm.  most  of  the  key  positions. 

In  camp  equipment,  Wadjepi’s  "particular  pride  and  joy"  is  the  remodeling  and  en¬ 
largement  of  the  Administration  Lodge,  which  has  been  nearly  doubled  in  size. 
Likewise  will  the  new  tennis  court  afford  twice  as  many  the  chance  to  play  this 
favorite  game,  as  well  as  engage  more  freely  in  shuffle-board.  An  elective 
course  is  to  be  offered  this  year  in  First  Aid.  This  will  prove  popular  with  the 
boys.  The  Pre-Seniors  may  do  some  "tree  doctoring"  and  transplanting  small  trees 
and  shrubs.  We  hope  to  encourage  the  collecting  of  interesting  specimens  among 
the  younger  group.  Another  interesting  project  which  the  boys  will  have  a  chance 
to  get  in  on  will  be  a  series  of  experiments  in  the  general  field  of  Agronomy. 

In  the  words  of  John  Morris  Dorsey,  "Life  is  a  series  of  fillings  that  there  may 
be  emptyings,  of  emptyings  that  there  may  be  fillings,  of  creating  that  we  may 
destroy,  of  destroying  that  we  may  create,  of  learning  that  we  may  become  more 
aware  of  our  ignorance,  of  being  ignorant  that  we  may  learn."  Who  dares  say  that 
Miniwanca  will  not  help  every  boy  in  this  regard?
